First  Day— Thursday 

South  Jacksonville,  Florida,  January  18,  1912. 

The  twenty-sixth  session  of  the  St.  John’s  River  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  opened  in  Grace  Church  today  at  9:00  A.  M. 

Presiding  Bishop — Bishop  Henry  W.  Warren,  D.  D.  LL.  D.,  was  pre¬ 
sent  as  Presiding  Bishop. 

Opening  Religious  Exercises — Bishop  Warren  conducted  the  relig¬ 
ious  exercises,  announcing  the  hymn,  “And  Are  We  Yet  Alive,’’  reading 
from  the  eleventh  chapter  of  2nd  Corinthians  and  commenting  on  the  expe¬ 
riences  of  an  itinerant  preacher.  After  singing  “ Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds” 
and  prayer,  the  Bishop  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper, 
assisted  by  District  Superintendent  R.  A.  Carnine. 

Roll  Call — In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  Assistant  Secretary 
of  the  last  session  called  the  roll  and  the  following  answered  to  their  names: 
Joseph  Antle,  G.  W.  Butler,  W.  L.  Barze,  Joseph  A.  Bretz,  R.  A.  Carnine,  J.

Adjustment  of  Roll — The  roll  was  adjusted,  the  names  of  those 
transferring  to  this  conference  were  added. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  conference,  motion  of  R.  A.  Carnine,  the  Bishop 
announced  the  transfer  to  this  conference  of  H.  H.  Bowen,  an  Elder,  as  a 
supernumerary  from  the  North  Western  Kansas  Conference,  and  on  the 
motion  of  R.  A.  Carnine,  he  was  granted  an  effective  relation. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  transfer  to  the  St.  John’s  River  Conference 
of  W.  T.  Evans,  an  Elder  from  the  Illinois  Conference,  J.  S.  Grahl,  an  Elder 
and  O.  T.  Usleman,  an  Elder,  fron  the  Holstom  Conference;  S.  A.  Keen,  an 
Elder,  from  the  Cincinnati  Conference;  J.  A.  Kahl,  an  Elder,  from  the  North 
Dakota  Conference;  D.  H.  Rutter,  an  Elder,  from  the  Pittsburgh  Conference; 
and  the  brethren  were  introduced  to  Conference. 

Resolution  of  Welcome— On  the  motion  of  J  B.  Young,  the  follow¬ 
ing  was  unanimously  adopted — “The  St.  John's  River  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  heartily  welcomes  as  its  presiding  officer  for 
the  season  of  1912,  Bishop  Henry  W.  Warren,  whose  remarkable  services 
as  a  general  superintendent  for  almost  thirty-two  years,  in  our  own  and  other 
lands,  have  given  him  an  unusual  place  in  the  annals  of  Methodism.  We 
rejoice  to  be  in  his  care,  to  profit  by  his  example  and  counsel,  and  to  be  in 
sympathetic  touch  with  such  a  leader.  We  pray  for  God's  blessing  upon 
his  administration.”

He  nominated  H.  H.  Bowen  Assistant  and  the  nomination 
was  confirmed. 

W.  L.  Barze  was  re-elected  Treasurer  and  J.  B.  Crippen  Assistant.

Hours — On  motion  of  G.  H.  Northrup  the  time  of  beginning  the  Con¬ 
ference  session  was  fixed  at  9:00  A.  M.,  and  the  time  of  adjournment  at  12:00 
noon. 

Order  of  the  Day — On  motion  of  W.  J.  Harkness,  the  election  of 
delegates  to  the  General  Conference  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Friday 
at  10:00  A.  M. 

Petition  to  Congress — On  motion  of  J.  B.  Young,  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  was  unanimously  adopted:  “The  undersigned  earnestly  petition  Con¬ 
gress  to  pass  a  bill  that  will  effectively  protect  the  States  in  the  exercise  of 
their  police  powers  by  removing  the  shield  of  interstate  commerce  from  in¬ 
toxicating  liquors  whenever  they  cross  a  State  line,  so  that  whenever  State 
laws  may  be  enacted  by  any  State  they  may  apply  on  less  to  liquors  imported 
than  to  liquors  manufactured  within  the  State.  ” 

Recess — A  short  recess  was  granted  by  the  Bishop  that  he  might  transact 
other  important  business. 

Publication  of  the  Minutes— On  motion  of  R.  A.  Carnine,  a  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  publication  of  the  minutes  was  appointed  consisting  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  .  J.  H.  Elder,  J.  H.  Martin,  D.  H.  Rutter. 

District  Superintendent’s  Report — District  Superintendent  R.  A. 
Carnine  read  his  report.  (See  report). 

Tampa — District  Superintendent  R.  A.  Carnine  discus  ed  the  sale  of 
the  church  property  in  Tampa,  and  on  his  motion  S.  A.  Keen,  C.  W.  Kinne, 
F.  B.  Nobel  and  C.  D.  Hammond  were  made  a  committee  of  investigation. 

Adjournment — The  announcements  were  made  and  Conference  ad¬ 
journed  with  the  benediction  by  the  Bishop. 

Afternoon  Session 

Statistical  Session — The  Conference  met  at  2:30  P.  M.,  with  Jesse 
Bowman  Young  in  the  chair,  who  opened  Conference  with  prayer. 

Reports — The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  charges  and  the  reports 
were  received  by  the  Statistical  Secretary. 

Adjourned — Conference  adjourned  with  the  benediction. 

Second  Day — Friday,  January  19,  1912 

Opening — At  9:00  o’clock  Conference  re-assembled  and  J.  H.  Martin 
conducted  the  devotional  services. 

Journal — The  Bishop  took  the  chair  at  9:30  and  called  for  the  reading 
of  the  journal  of  yesterday’s  session,  which  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  cor¬ 
rected  and  approved. 

Transfer — District  Superintendent  R.  A.  Carnine  moved  that  W.  C. 
Jordan,  a  supernumerary  of  the  North  West  Kansas  Conference,  be  transferred 
to  this  Conference  On  motion  of  L.  S.  Rader,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Conference  Relations,  and  the  committee  was  excused  for  con¬ 
sultation.  On  motion  of  J.  H.  Martin,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Con¬ 
ference  Relations,  the  transfer  was  postponed  for  one  year. 

Dividends — The  Bishop  announced  the  dividends  from  the  Book  Con¬ 
cern  was  $211.00  and  from  the  Chartered  Fund  $30.00. 

Pastor’s  Record — On  motion  of  W.  T.  Evans,  it  was  ordered  that 
each  Pastor  should  provide  the  Secretary  with  his  record  as  a  Methodist 
Preacher,  said  record  to  become  a  part  of  the  published  minutes. 

Order  of  the  Day — The  time  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  the 
General  Conference  as  the  order  of  the  day  having  arrived  on  motion  of  J.  B. 
Young,  the  time  was  postponed. 

Question  8 — The  Examiners  reported  that  J.  J.  Treadwell  had  passed 
his  studies  for  the  second  year,  and  on  motion  of  R.  A.  Carnine  he  was  received 
into  the  Conference.  On  further  motion  of  R.  A.  Carnine  he  was  elected  to 
Deacon’s  Orders. 
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J.  J.  Treadwell  was  called  forward  by  the  Bishop;  “Let  Zion’s  Watch¬ 
men  All  Awake”  was  sung  by  the  Conference.  The  Bishop  offered  prayer, 
read  the  third  chapter  of  Jonah,  gave  a  very  impressive  address  and  asked  the 
Disciplinary  Questions. 

Mrs.  Adkinson — The  following  complimentary  resolution  was  presented 
by  J.  B.  Young  and  J.  J.  Treadwell  and  adopted  unanimously  by  the  Confer¬ 
ence  by  a  rising  vote: 

“Whereas,  Mrs.  L.  G.  Adkinson,  of  Jacksonville,  has  presented  to 
this  Conference,  for  distribution  to  the  preachers  with  her  compliments,  a 
goodly  portion  of  her  deceased  husband’s  valuable  library,  we  therefore  put 
on  record  this  grateful  acknowledgment  of  her  courtesy  and  generosity.  We 
are  particularly  grateful  for  this  remembrance  of  the  character  and  work  of 
her  husband,  Dr.  Adkinson,  who,  as  President  of  the  New  Orleans  University 
and  of  Gammon  Theological  Seminary,  gave  years  of  valuable  service  to  the 
education  of  the  colored  race.  We  pray  God’s  blessing  upon  the  noble  wo¬ 
man  who  has  by  this  gift  of  worthy  books  helped  us,  and  reminded  us  of  a 
useful  educational  pioneer.”  Mrs.  Adkinson  was  introduced  to  the  Confer¬ 
ence  and  made  a  short  address. 

*  Election — The  Bishop  called  for  the  order  of  the  day,  and  the  election 
of  delegates  to  the  General  Conference  proceeded.  The  Secretary,  at  the 
request  of  the  Bishop,  named  Joseph  Antle  and  G.  H.  Northrup  as  tellers. 
R.  A.  Carnine  was  elected  on  the  first  ballot. 

A  ballot  for  reserve  delegate  resulted  in  the  election  of  J.  H.  Martin  on 
the  first  ballot. 

Reconsider — On  motion  of  J.  B.  Crippen,  the  motion  of  W.  T.  Evans 
relative  to  a  pastor's  record  was  reconsidered  On  a  substitute  motion  of  R- 
A.  Carnine,  which  was  amended  by  L.  S.  Rader,  the  original  motion  was 
changed  to  read  as  follows:  “That  each  member  of  the  St.  John’s  River 
Conference  furnish  the  Secretary  the  following  facts:  The  name  of  the 
Conference  first  entered  and  when;  years  of  active  service  in  such  Conference 
or  Conferences;  time  of  transfer  to  the  St.  John’s  River  Conference;  charges 
served  in  the  St.  John’s  River  Conference  with  time  of  each.  That  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Conference  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  formulate  a  pastoral 
record,  embodying  the  information  imparted  under  the  above  resolution 
and  that  the  same  be  made  a  part  of  the  Conference  Minutes.” 

Amendment — The  Bishop  presented  an  amendment  to  the  41st  para¬ 
graph,  article  No.  1  of  the  Discipline,  changing  the  article  to  read  “The 
General  Conference  shall  meet  the  first  secular  day  in  May,  ”  instead  of  the 
first  Wednesday,  to  be  voted  upon  by  the  Conference.  Vote:  For  15, 
against  6. 

Question  14 — Was  the  character  of  each  preacher  examined? — was 
taken  up.  The  character  of  District  Superintendent  R.  A.  Carnine  Avas 
passed.  The  characters  of  the  following  effective  Elders  were  passed  and 
they  gave  their  reports:  D.  H.  Rutter,  W.  J.  Harkness. 

Lay  Electoral  Conference — Mrs.  C.  W.  Lane,  representing  the  Lay 
Electoral  Conference,  announced  the  completion  of  their  business.  On  mo¬ 
tion  of  J.  B.  Young,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  convey  to  the  Lay  Electoral 
Conference  an  in\ritation  to  join  the  Conference.  The  invitation  Avas  accepted. 
Chairman  Reeder  of  the  Lay  Electoral  Conference,  in  a  brief  speech,  reported 
the  Avork  done  by  them.  Charles  W.  Kinne,  delegate-elect  to  General  Con¬ 
ference,  and  Charles  D.  Hammond,  reserve,  were  presented  to  Conference, 
and  each  made  a  short  address.  Bishop  Warren  fittingly  responded. 

Livingston  Fund — J.  H.  Kooker,  President  of  the  Trustees  for  the 
Livingston  Fund,  gave  an  interesting  report  of  their  work  for  the  year. 

Photograph — The  Pastor  made  the  announcements,  with  a  request 
for  a  photograph  of  the  Conference,  to  be  taken  immediately  after  adjourn-  . 
ment,  for  the  press. 

Adjournment — Conference  adjourned  with  the  benediction  by  the 
Bishop. 
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Third  Day,  Saturday,  January  20,  1912. 

Opening — The  devotional  services  were  conducted  by  J.  B.  Crippen. 
Journal — Bishop  Warren  took  the  chair  at  9:30  o’clock  and  called  for 
yesterday's  journal  which  was  read  by  the  Secretary  and  approved  as  read.

Change  of  Boundary — On  motion  of  W.  J.  Harkness,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted:  Whereas,  The  Georgia  Conference  has  taken  some 
steps  toward  turning  over  to  the  St.  John’s  River  Conference,  a  part  of  the 
State  of  Georgia:  Therefore,  Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  St.  John’s 
River  Conference,  on  account  of  the  great  length  of  the  territory  we  already 
occupy,  do  not  think  it  wise  to  have  any  part  of  the  State  of  Georgia  annexed 
to  us.

REV.  R.  A.  CARNINE,  D.D., 

District  Superintendent  and  Delegate-elect  to  the  General  Conference  of  1912. 
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Reports 

DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENT 

Thirty-two  Methodist  Episcopal  ministers  have  labored  in  the  District 
this  year,  though  there  are  only  twenty-six  charges. 

This  somewhat  startling  statement  arises  from  the  fact  that  some  of 
our  preachers  are  extra-itinerant. 

To  be  particular,  Bishop  Hamilton  appointed  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Kethcham 
to  Hastings,  where  he  remained  till  the  22d  of  last  March,  when  he  sought 
and  obtained  a  transfer  to  the  Indiana  Conference.  I  asked  the  Rev.  S.  A. 
Wanless,  our  Conference  Evangelist,  to  supply  the  place  for  one  quarter, 
and  in  the  meantime,  I  was  in  correspondence  with  the  Rev.  W.  T.  Evans, 
of  Welden,  Illinois.  Brother  Evans  was  transferred  to  our  Conference,  and 
arrived  at  Hastings  in  the  latter  part  of  September. 

Naturally,  he  found  a  scattered  people  and  no  little  discouragement- 
But  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  with  the  help  of  his  consecrated  family,  he 
began  to  preach  and  plan  and  visit  and  say  good  things  about  the  country 
and  refrain  from  boasting  either  privately  or  in  the  pulpit  about  the  glorious 
climate  he  left  in  Illinois,  and  so  he  has  wrought  a  great  change,  and  Hastings 
is  off  the  rocks. 

The  Rev.  John  J.  Carson  left  his  work  at  Eau  Gallic  in  June,  and  as  I 
am  informed,  was  transferred  to  the  Wisconsin  Conference. 

His  charge  here  was  left  in  a  state  of  much  discouragement.  Several 
of  the  friends  of  the  Church  thought  that  the  work  ought  to  be  abandoned. 

Providentially,  I  secured  the  consent  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Burley  to  under¬ 
take  the  task  of  -reviving  our  dying  cause  of  the  Circuit,  and  the  head  of  the 
Church  has  honored  the  labors  of  himself  and  his  gifted  wife  in  a  marked 
way.  Brother  Burley  is  a  member  of  the  New  Jersey  Conference. 

Winter  Park  has  very  little  outlook  for  success.  The  Rev.  Dudley 
Matthews,  a  member  of  the  Cincinnati  Conference,  preached  there  a  part  of 
the  year,  but  for  some  months  past  it  has  been  under  the  care  of  the  Rev. 
J.  B.  Santee,  Pastor  of  our  new  work  in  the  neighboring  town  of  Taft. 

The  year  was  not  yet  two  months  old  when  the  Rev.  Ephram  Sedweek 
left  Daytona,  transferred  to  the  Southern  California  Conference.  In  his 
place  came  Rev.  D.  H.  Rutter,  heartily  welcomed.  Brother  Rutter's  work 
at  Daytona  has  been  crowned  with  blessing.  The  people  love  him  and  second 
every  effort  he  makes  for  the  upbuilding  of  Zion.  A  large  addition  to  the 
church  building  has  been  erected,  costing  $3,500,  nearly  $2,000  of  this  amount 
has  already  been  paid  and  the  balance  can  probably  be  secured  at  the  re¬ 
opening  of  the  church. 

Early  in  May  our  pastor  at  Mt.  Dora  and  his  wife  sustained  a  dreadful 
loss:  Their  only  child,  James  Cook,  died  suddenly.  The  shock  to  both  of 
them,  and  to  the  mother  especially,  was  so  severe,  that  they  felt  that  they 
could  not  remain  on  the  field  of  their  disaster.  Brother  Porter  had  expected 
to  go  away  to  school  later  in  the  year,  but  the  loss  of  the  child  hastened  his 
departure.  So  he  was  transferred  to  the  Holston  Conference,  and  the  Rev. 
J.  S.  Grahl  was  transferred  to  us  and  stationed  at  Mt.  Dora.  Brother  Grahl 
is  the  kind  of  man  that  we  are  glad  to  welcome.  His  work  at  Mt.  Dora  is  of 
a  high  order. 

One  more  mid-year  change  must  be  noted,  namely  the  one  that  occurred 
at  St.  Petersburg.  Rev.  Addyman  Smith  secured  a  transfer  to  the  Cincinnati 
Conference  and  the  Rev.  S.  A.  Keen  came  from  Ohio  and  took  his  place.  St. 
Petersburg  is  one  of  our  most  promising  charges,  and  it  was  a  delight  to  all 
of  us  when  Brother  Keen  came  and  took  charge  of  it  in  such  a  masterful  way. 

As  a  rule,  mid-year  changes  are  very  hard  upon  our  Church  work.  The 
pastor  who  is  planning  to  go  can  seldom  plan  for  anything  else.  ^  aluable 
weeks  are  cut  out  of  the  year  and  when  the  new  pastor  comes  he  sometimes 
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finds  a  condition  of  things  too  discouraging  to  detail,  and  some  of  the  best 
months  of  the  year  are  wasted.  What  a  pity  that  our  pastors  find  it  so  diffi¬ 
cult  to  stay  where  they  are  stationed  for  the  entire  length  of  one  little  year. 

Turning  from  this  unpromising  subject,  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  we 
have  no  lack  of  good  men  for  our  work  in  this  Conference,  and  many  others 
are  asking  to  come,  pledging  themselves  to  stay  and  make  this  their  permanent 
field  of  labor. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  new  charge  was  organized  on  the  East 
Coast,  called  the  Coronado  Circuit,  and  Rev.  C.  W.  Lane  became  its  pastor. 
He  and  his  wife  have  done  admirably,  and  the  Coronado  part  of  it  is  a  suc¬ 
cess.  But  for  several  reasons,  which  I  can  not  detail  here,  it  looks  as  if  Coro¬ 
nado  and  New  Smyrna  ought  to  be  put\  together  again,  as  they  seem  to  need 
each  other  and  to  belong  to  each  other. 

On  the  9th  of  last  May  I  went  to  the  new  town  of  Celery  City,  preached 
in  the  dining  room  of  the  hotel,  and  organized  a  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
of  about  thirty  members.  I  supplied  them  with  preaching  as  often  as  I  could, 
but  on  account  of  some  land  title  difficulties,  many  of  our  people  have  gone 
away. 

From  the  time  I  first  visited  the  lower  East  Coast,  I  have  felt  that  we 
are  to  have  a  great  future  in  that  part  of  the  peninsula.  From  Ft.  Pierce  to 
Miami  there  are  forty-one  towns  in  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  miles.  That  is,  for  a  continuous  stretch  of  a  hundred  and  twenty-four 
miles  there  is  one  town  for  every  three  miles.  They  are  not  all  new  towns, 
but  most  of  them  seem  to  be  growing,  and  Methodist  Episcopal  people  are 
coming  to  them  in  large  numbers.  Between  Melbourne  and  Knights  Key, 
a  distance  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-four  miles,  we  have  but  one  Church 
building. 

So,  encouraged  by  the  Livingstone  Trustees  and  advised  by  Dr.  L.  S. 
Rader,  I  began  early  to  plan  for  work  in  that  part  of  the  State.  I  appointed 
the  Rev.  J.  A.  Kahl  to  be  pastor  of  a  Circuit  that  literally  extends  “from  the 
the  river  even  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.’’  He  rides  a  motor  cycle,  and  the 
exact  number  of  places  in  which  he  has  preached  the  gospel  will  probably 
be  lost  to  Church  history,  but  he  has  found  especial  encouragement  at  Detroit 
and  Alapatah  and  Ft.  Lauderdale.  I  have  traveled  and  preached  and  organized 
in  this  great  territory,  and  I  believe  in  its  future  more  and  more  every  time  I 
visit  it. 

I  wish  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  we  could  not  have  entered  this  great 
field  at  all  but  for  the  encouragement  given  to  us  by  the  Livingstone  Trustees. 

I  have  already  mentioned  our  new  work  at  Taft.  The  Rev.  J.  B.  Santee, 
a  member  of  the  New  Jersey  Conference,  has  been  preaching  there  most  of 
the  year.  Under  his  good  leadership  a  parsonage  has  been  built,  the  lower 
part  of  which  is  used  for  Church  services  and  Sunday  School.  If  Taft  grows, 
as  many  people  think  it  will,  we  shall  have  a  good  Church  in  that  town,  but 
for  the  present  it  should  be  attached  to  a  Circuit. 

I  first  visited  Davenport  on  the  20th  of  October,  invited  by  the  Rev. 
C.  W.  Jordan,  who  had  lately  come  there  with  his  family  from  Kansas.  I 
preached  to  a  large  congregation  in  the  school  house,  organized  a  Methodist 
Episcopal  church  of  about  thirty  members  and  appointed  Brother  Jordan  to 
be  pastor.  I  believe  that  there  is  much  promise  for  us  in  this  growing  com¬ 
munity. 

I  am  watching  several  places  where  I  think  we  are  called  to  preach  the 
gospel. 

Most  of  our  established  Churches  have  moved  steadily  on  with  a  good 
degree  of  prosperity.  I  shall  briefly  report  the  condition  of  those  not  already 
mentioned. 

Snyder  Memorial  is  centrally  located  in  the  most  important  city  in  the 
State.  Surely,  if  we  are  needed  anywhere,  we  are  needed  in  Jacksonville — 
the  gateway  to  Florida.  And  Snyder  Memorial  occupies  a  large  place.  Its 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jesse  Bowman  Young,  stands  at  the  head  of  the  scholarly 
men  of  the  city,  and  is  authority  in  matters  literary  and  theological.  This 
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year  a  large  Methodist  Brotherhood  has  been  organized  that  has  put  new  life 
into  the  Sunday  School  and  into  other  departments  of  Church  work  as  well. 
Dr.  Young  has  been  one  of  the  foremost  leaders  in  the  Men  and  Religion 
Forward  Movement  that  has  been  actively  pushed  in  the  city  this  year 

The  Rev.  J.  A.  Bretz  has  zealously  prosecuted  our  work  at  Fairfield 
and  New  Springfield  the  entire  year  without  a  vacation.  Under  his  persistent 
supervision.  New  Springfield  Church  and  Sunday  School  are  growing,  and 
Fairfield  has  come  to  be  so  prosperous  that  the  Livingstone  Trustees  expect 
to  build  a  beautiful  church  there  in  the  near  future. 

Grace  Church  in  South  Jacksonville  was  probably  never  so  full  of  cheer 
as  it  is  now.  The  Rev.  J.  J.  Treadwell  has  had  a  happy  year.  He  has  preach¬ 
ed  and  worked  in  the  Sunday  School  with  the  Superintendent,  Brother  W. 
W.  Swaim.  and  has  talked  religion  from  house  to  house. 

At  Daytona  Beach  our  pastor,  H.  H.  Bowen,  has  succeeded  in  an  en¬ 
couraging  way,  though  in  the  face  of  disaster,  that  had  come  to  that  charge 
before  he  was  appointed  to  it.  / 

The  Church  has  been  rebuilt  this  year  at  an  expense  of  $3,780.  Of 
this,  $2,176  has  been  raised.  At  the  reopening  we  hope  that  the  balance 
may  be  secured.  The  Sunday  School  is  one  of  the  best  on  the  East  Coast. 
It  maintained  a  tourist  class  even  in  the  summer  time. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Harkness  is  the  pastor  who  gets  acquainted.  He  has  been 
at  DeLand  so  long  that  everybody  knows  him,  and  everybody  whose  tastes 
are  at  all  normal,  loves  him.  His  genial  treatment  of  the  students  at  the 
Stetson  University  makes  him  valuable  to  that  institution,  and  his  scholarly 
sermons  are  a  delight  and  a  blessing  to  his  congregation.  He  planned  for  the 
entertainment  of  the  Jacksonville  District  Ministerial  Convention  which  met 
in  DeLand  in  October,  and  was  attended  by  sixteen  of  our  pastors,  and  a 
number  of  Epworth  League  workers  from  other  charges.  It  was  a  profitable 
occasion,  and  our  preachers  will  not  soon  forget  the  hospitality  of  the  DeLand 
Church. 

The  pastor  held  revival  meetings  for  two  weeks  in  December  which 
resulted  in  some  conversions  and  a  quickening  of  the  membership.  The 
Rev.  J.  H.  Elder,  of  Eustis,  and  the  District  Superintendent  both  aided  in 
this  evangelistic  effort. 

Our  people  at  Eustis  have  enjoyed  a  beautiful  year.  They  are  so  fear¬ 
ful  that  some  other  charge  will  hear  of  their  Pastor,  J.  H.  Elder,  and  lay  plans 
to  secure  him  that  they  have  sent  the  Bishop  a  petition  for  his  return  so  num¬ 
erously  signed  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  about  its  being  unanimous. 

This  Pastor  has  seen  souls  saved,  Sunday  School  and  League  prosper, 
and  all  the  interests  of  the  Church  built  up. 

Lake  Como  Circuit  has  four  appointments.  When  our  Church  first 
went  into  that  part  of  the  State,  all  the  material  eggs  were  in  one  basket, 
and  they  were  all  oranges.  In  other  words  nothing  was  planned  for  but 
oranges.  So  the  Como  Church  was  built  among  orange  groves  and  the  same 
may  be  said  of  the  Nassau  Church  and  of  the  Welaka  Church,  and  several 
other  Churches  in  different  places.  When  the  orange  trees  were  frozen 
to  the  ground  in  1895,  the  people  had  nothing  left,  so  they  abandoned  the 
country  and  left  some  of  our  Churches  with  little  or  no  membership.  It 
should  be  understood  that  old  time  Episcopal  Methodism  in  Florida  was  built 
on  the  prospect  of  perpetual  success  with  oranges,  and  the  freezing  of  the  orange 
trees  accounts  for  the  fact  that  we  have  some  abandoned  Churches  and  others 
that  are  very  weak.  Our  later  efforts  to  establish  our  Church  have  been 
made  where  there  is  hope  of  a  variety  of  crops,  and  so,  in  this  sense,  we  are 
taking  a  new  start,  with  reasonable  expectation  of  greater  permanency. 

In  the  Como  Circuit  the  splendid  orange  groves  that  induced  our 
fathers  to  build  the  Churches  perished  in  some  cases  utterly,  and  thus  our 
cause  is  but  slenderly  supported.  Our  pastor,  Rev.  J.  B.  Crippen,  did  not 
know  what  else  to  do,  so  he  began  to  hold  revival  meetings  at  the  different 
places  on  his  work,  and  the  results  were  blessed.  He  secured  for  one  of  the 
meetings  the  services  of  our  Conference  evangelist.  Rev.  S.  A.  Wanless, 
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and  whatever  he  could  do  for  the  scattered  people  in  the  way  of  urging  them 
to  accept  the  great  salvation,  he  has  faithfully  done. 

Lawtey,  in  the  midst  of  five  hundred  acres  of  strawberries,  has  had 
financial  prosperity  unparalleled  this  year.  Our  Church  has  shared  in  that, 
but  it  has  done  much  more.  Pastor  Antle  was  expecting  an  evangelist  to 
help  him  in  a  meeting.  The  evangelist  could  not  come,  so  he  waited  on  his 
face  before  God  for  direction,  and  power,  and  held  the  meeting  himself.  It 
was  one  of  the  most  powerful  revival  meetings  witnessed  in  Florida  in  recent 
years. 

Aided  by  the  Livingston  Trustees,  he  has  built  a  Church  at  Saxon,  two 
and  a  half  miles  south  of  Lawtey,  where  he  has  organized  a  class.  When 
the  building  is  completed  it  will  cost  $1,000.  The  Livingston  Trustees  have 
already  donated  $200  and  to  date  the  people  have  raised  $400. 

Miami  is  a  city  that  believes  in  itself.  They  talk  there  as  if  they  expect 
that  Miami  will  speedily  be  the  metropolis  of  the  earth.  And  truly  it  is  a 
stirring,  hustling,  shell-cracking  town,  even  though  its  climate  is  semi-tropical. 
Here  we  have  a  strong  membership  and  valuable  Church  property  almost 
in  the  midst  of  the  business  section.  Dr.  Rader  has  led  in  a  plan  to  secure 
lots  for  a  new  Church  in  a  fine  location,  with  the  expectation  of  selling  our 
present  site  for  a  great  sum  and  building  a  better  Church  on  cheaper  ground. 
Our  Sunday  School  is  very  prosperous  and  Dr.  Rader  has  preached  to  fine 
congregations  all  the  year. 

New  Smyrna  is  rapidly  becoming  one  of  the  most  important  towns  on 
the  Florida  East  Coast  Railway.  We  have  good  property  there,  including 
a  beautifully  furnished  parsonage. 

Our  pastor.  Rev.  W.  L.  Barze,  has  faithfully  done  what  he  could  in  spite 
of  some  discouragement.  All  the  interests  of  our  Church  have  been  promoted 
by  him  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  and  he  has  seen  some  good  accomplished. 

Okahumpka  and  Fruitland  Park  Circuit  is  another  old  orange  grove 
charge  that  has  not  been  able  to  hold  its  own.  Pastor  E.  D.  Compton  has 
preached  at  both  places,  and  at  Fruitland  Park  he  has  found  no  little  en¬ 
couragement. 

We  have  all  been  full  of  sympathy  for  our  brother  in  affliction,  the  Rev. 
J.  A.  Ewing,  pastor  at  Orange  City.  Though  so  sadly  stricken  by  ill  health, 
he  has  preached  most  of  the  year,  and  his  beautiful  Christian  life  is  preaching 
constantly  to  all  who  know  him. 

We  have  a  great  Church  at  St.  Augustine.  It  can  be  described  so  well 
in  no  other  way.  Rev.  J.  H.  Martin  has  been  there  for  eight  years,  and  he 
is  more  wanted  now  than  he  ever  was  before.  His  report  will  show  a  great 
Sunday  School,  a  great  League  and  a  great  constituency.  This  year  the 
Church  has  raised  $4,000. 

Belleview  Circuit  is  a  large  charge  that  has  been  made  the  most  of  by 
by  the  pastor.  Rev.  J.  R.  Wenrich.  At  the  Ocklawaha  appointment  we  ought 
to  build  a  Church  in  the  very  near  future. 

St.  Cloud  Church,  built  by  the  Livingstone  Trustees,  cost  $10,300.  A 
beautiful  parsonage  has  also  been  erected  and  the  pastor,  Rev.  J.  B.  Westcott 
has  had  the  year  of  his  pastorate.  Bishop  Warren  is  expected  at  St.  Cloud 
February  11th  when  the  Church  will  be  dedicated. 

Some  of  the  best  people  on  earth  belong  to  our  Church  at  Tarpon  Springs. 
With  a  united,  consecrated  membership.  Pastor  Northrup  has  concluded  a 
year  of  usefulness.  Evangelist  Wanless  assisted  him  in  a  good  revival  meet¬ 
ing.  The  year  closed  with  the  reception  of  several  new  members  into  the 
Church. 

I  recommend  that  this  Conference  appoint  a  committee  to  find  out  the 
exact  status  of  our  Church  property  at  Tampa. 

Benevolent  collections  in  a  small  Conference  like  this  are  always  diffi¬ 
cult,  and  it  has  been  especially  so  with  us  this  year.  The  citrus  fruit  crop 
was  very  small,  the  severe  drought  of  last  summer  spoiled  many  agricultural 
hopes,  and  many  Methodist  newcomers  to  Florida  are  here  to  try  tc  get  a 
start  in  the  world  and  have  very  little  ready  money.

I  have,  however,  urged  systematic  giving,  and  I  have  inquired  about 
our  benevolences  in  every  charge.  The  pastors  also,  have  been  diligent  in 
the  matter,  and  if  our  report  is  not  all  that  we  hoped  it  would  be,  at  least 
the  consciousness  is  ours  that  we  have  done  what  we  could,  and  some  of  the 
pastors  out  of  their  poverty  have  contributed  money  for  our  benevolent 
enterprises  and  have  urged  others  to  do  so  when  they  know  that  their  small 
salaries  would  not  be  paid  in  full. 

Some -of  the  wealthier  Methodists  in  Florida  contribute  largely  to  in¬ 
dependent  mission  work.  It  is  believed  that  two  of  our  members  have  given 
more  than  $100,000  to  independent  missions,  and  the  aggregate  sum  con¬ 
tributed  by  our  people  in  Florida  to  this  kind  of  work  is  vastly  larger.  And 
while  all  this  is  commendable,  the  St.  John's  River  Conference  falls  far  short 
of  getting  credit  for  it. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Bishop  Hamilton  dedicated  the  Boylan 
Home  in  the  city  of  Jacksonville.  Our  Woman’s  Home  Missionary  Society 
built  this  beautiful  structure  at  a  cost  of  $30,000. 

Cookman  Institute,  another  one  of  our  Church  schools  located  in  Jack¬ 
sonville,  is  doing  good  service. 

I  more  and  more  believe  in  the  mission  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  Florida,  and  I  think  that  one  of  the  first  qualifications  for  success 
is  that  we  believe  that  God  has  business  for  us  here,  and  every  one  of  us 
ought  to  proceed  upon  the  strength  of  that  conviction.  Multitudes  of  our 
people  spend  the  winter  here.  They  need  us.  It  is  true  that  their  Church 
membership  is  elsewhere.  Their  names  do  not  appear  in  our  minutes,  and 
our  minutes  look  meager  in  consequence,  but  the  Church  at  large  ought  to 
recognize  the  fact  that  we  are  preaching  to  hundreds  of  Methodist  Episcopal 
people  a  part  of  the  year  for  which  the  Church  records  do  not  give  us  credit. 
Then  our  kind  of  folks  are  constantly  coming  here  in  great  numbers  to  make 
homes.  We  must  give  them  a  Church  home  also. 

I  have  traveled  on  This  District  in  the  past  year  13,860  miles.  I  have 
been  everywhere  treated  with  uniform  kindness  by  our  pastors,  for  which 
I  record  my  gratitude. 

Since  we  met  at  St.  Petersburg,  I  have  preached  and  lectured  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixty-eight  times,  which  has  been  a  small  matter  as  compared  with 
my  unceasing  solicitude  for  the  Churches. 

I  humbly  hope  that  my  vision  of  the  Christ  is  more  distinct  than  ever 
before,  and  I  have  a  steadfast  conviction  that  the  Head  of  the  Church  will 
use  us  in  this  Southland  if  we  faithfully  preach  His  Gospel.

the  very  end  the  reward  whuich  is  de  to  those  who  come  off  more  than  con¬ 
queror!

KEY.  J.  C.  SULLIVAN 

The  Rev.  J.  C.  Sullivan  was  born  in  Orange  county,  New  York,  August 
18,  1827,  and  died  in  St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  March  3,  1911,  aged  83  years 
and  6  months. 

Early  in  life  he  became  a  Christian  and  united  with  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  for  fifty-seven  years  was  in  its  active  ministry.  He 
was  first  a  member  of  the  Erie  Conference  and  afterwards  of  East  Ohio.  In 
1891  he  transferred  to  the  St.  John's  River  Conference  and  successfully  served 
the  following  charges:  Orange  City,  Georgiana,  New  Smyrna,  St.  Peters¬ 
burg,  Winter  Park,  Belleview  and  Candler,  Okahumpkee  and  Fruitland  Park' 

Bro.  Sullivan  had  a  kind  and  lovable  disposition.  He  commended 
himself  to  all  who  knew  him  as  a  true  minister  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  gospel 
he  preached  had  no  uncertain  sound  and  in  all  his  pastorates  there  arise  those 
who  call  him  blessed.  His  appearance  in  the  pulpit  was  commanding.  He 
had  an  attractive  personality,  tall,  erect,  massive  in  form  and  magnetic  in 
his  delivery.  But  it  was  in  prayer  that  he  seemed  to  open  the  very  gates  of 
Heaven  and  walk  into  the  presence  of  God. 

He  took  a  superannuated  relation  in  1908  and  went  to  live  at  Barnes- 
ville,  Ohio.  Being  in  poor  health,  he  returned  to  St.  Petersburg  on  the  21st 
day  of  February,  expecting  to  get  a  new  lease  on  life  and  spend  a  few  more 
years  in  the  city,  where  fourteen  years  previously  he  had  been  pastor.  He 
was  seized  with  acute  sickness  the  day  after  his  arrival,  a  physician  and 
trained  nurse  were  secured.  Nothing  that  human  agency  could  do  was 
left  undone.  But  Bright’s  disease  had  taken  firm  hold.  His  sufferings  were 
severe,  but  he  was  patient,  and  to  his  dear  wife  and  friends  gave  cheerful 
testimony  that  all  was  well  and  God’s  way  the  best.  To  him  death  had  no 
terrors,  and  when  the  summons  came,  he  was  willing  and  ready  to  step 

“  Beyond  the  noise  and  smoke  of  this  dim  spot, 

Which  men  call  earth,  into  the  palace  of  eternity.  ”

He  was  twice  married;  the  first  wife  died  in  1874.  To  this  union  were 
born  all  his  children.  In  1883  he  married  the  good  wife  who  survives  him. 
The  surviving  children  are:  J.  J.  Sullivan,  Toledo,  Ohio;  Mrs:  W.  W.  Hanlon, 
Barnesville,  Ohio;  L.  D.  Sullivan,  Brockton,  New  YTork;  and  Charles  Sullivan, 
Pittsburg,  Pa.  Funeral  services  were  conducted  in  the  First  M.  E.  Church, 
St.  Petersburg,  conducted  by  Rev.  Addyman  Smith,  the  pastor,  assisted  by 
Rev.  J.  A.  Davies,  and  Rev.  M.  Moses,  members  of  the  East  Ohio  Conference. 
The  body  was  shipped  to  Barnesville,  Ohio,  and  interred  in  the  Southern 
Cemetry.
